In October, 1959, the Auburn Board 
of Trustees authorized a two-phase De- 
velopment Program — an Immediate 
Phase with a goal of $2,594,000 to be 
followed by a Long-Range Phase with 
its own goal of $10,000,000. Auburn 
Jeaders then planned two. stages for the

Auburn launched. the Immediate 
Phase early in 1960 with the Advance 
and Special Gifts Campaign, which 
lasted through 1960 and virtually 


reached its conclusion in January, 1961. 


Next September Auburn’s School of 
Education will begin a program of se- 
lective admission. Dean Truman Pierce 
and his associates have designed the 
program as a further step in their ef- 
forts to enable Auburn Education grad- 
uates to meet better the current de- 
mands on teachers. 

The new program, planned by a com- 
mittee headed by Dr. Wilbur A. Tincher, 
sets higher standards throughout the 
undergraduate curriculum and provides 
for four specific check points—(1) at 
the end of the freshman year, (2) at 
the end of the sophomore year (before 
admission to teacher education proper), 
(3) at the beginning of the senior year 
(prior to admission to student teach- 
ing), and (4) upon graduation (prior to 
recommendation for teacher certifica- 
tion). 

At each of these check points, the 
School will measure students against es- 
tablished standards for intellectual abil- 
lity, college grades, basic communica- 
tion skills, personality, emotional ma- 
turity, physical health, professional in- 
terest and motivation, cooperativeness, 


Thirty-Two Cents Needed

Explicit goals of the new program are 
(1) to identify and attract into Educa- 
tion students who show promise of be- 


coming good teachers and (2) to assist 


‘the Education student in identifying and 


assessing his strengths and limitations 
in order to determine whether or not 
he should become a teacher. 

Under the new plan, students in edu- 
cation will first enter a two-year pre- 


‘professional program during which they 


will take courses in general education 
and participate in a counseling pro- 
gram to enable them to determine 
whether they should become teachers. 
At the end of the freshman year, pro- 
mising students will be encouraged to 
remain in the pre-professional Educa- 
tion program; those of doubtful promise 
will be encouraged to consider chang- 
ing to other curricula at that time. 

At the end of the sophomore year, 
students must make a written applica- 
tion to the faculty committee on Selec- 
tion and Admission to Teacher Educa- 
tion. The. Committee will determine 
those qualified for admission to the pro- 
fessional curricula and will reject those 
that do not meet the standards. 

At the beginning of the senior year 
students previously admitted to the 
professional curricula will make another 
application, this time for admission to 
student (or apprentice) teaching. Stu- 
dents who then complete the senior pro- 
fessional program may apply for teach- 
ing certification, at which tfme a final 
evaluation will be made.

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Encouraging Disagreement— [a5 t 
month we reported the successful re- 
sults of the School of Engineering’s “In- 
dustry and Education Talk It Over” 
conference. Considerable credit for the 
suecess of that conference must go to 
Dean Fred H. Pumphrey’s operating 
principle of encouraging honest dis- 
agreement. This principle also accounts 
for many progressive steps in the 
School of Engineering. Operating un- 
der it, engineering administrators and 
professors put problems and possible 
solutions to an acid test. Before an an- 
swer is adopted, it has to stand the 
critical fire of minds unshackled by 
administrative dictation; and thus it 
has to be good, Furthermore this en- 
couraging of disagreement ultimately re- 
sults in an overall harmony and unity: 
of purpose probably unattainable by 
any other method. 
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Shall We Not Shout Fewer Lies?

“We are all islands shouting lies to each other across a sea of mis- 
understanding”—thus George Eliot in the nineteenth century defined 
the perennial problem of man’s inability to communicate with ‘his fel- 


lowman. Miss Eliot (or Miss Evans, or 
Mrs. Lewes, or Mrs. Cross, as you pre= 
fer) was deeply concerned with indi- 
vidual isolation, with the loneliness 
that arises from the indefinability and 
incommunicability of the disparate 
urges of the particular soul. This in- 
communicability that troubled her is 
one for which language, in and of it- 
self, offers no ready solution, but Jan- 
guage is the only medium through 
which any solution—even partial—can 
be reached. 

Since Miss Eliot’s time the sea of 
misunderstanding seems to have wid- 
ened. Mark Schorer, contemporary cri- 
tic and author, says, “The gap between 
the individual being and the social be- 


‘ing is hazardously wide.” If we wrench 


Miss Eliot’s metaphor from its context 
and apply it to Schorer’s criticism, we 
find that the island of. the individual self 
has been split by the sea and that the 
individual may find the two halves of 
himself shouting lies at each other as 
well as at all of the other bisected 
segments of human islands around him. 

Of course man has been at war with 
himself ever since Adam and Eve dis- 
covered that to satisfy the individual 
urge for knowledge one must forfeit 
the serenity of innocence. And each 
man has been antagonistic to every 
other man since Cain admitted the im- 
pulse that led to the first fratricide. 
Miss Eliot and Mr. Schorer’s quotations 
above both apply in a real sense to 
eternal problems that arise out of the 
human condition and which admit no 
easy or certain solution by any means. 

In so far as the problems are in- 
soluble, The Alummews has no legiti- 
mate concern with them. Further, in 
so far as solution is an individual re- 
sponsibility and privilege, The Alum- 
news has no valid reason to dictate 
possible solutions. However, if Mark 
Schorer is correct—and I think he is—, 


the gap between social consciousness — 
‘and the individual conscience grows

individual dichotomy becomes more 
severe and individual isolation be- 
comes more and more complete. And 
society is responsible for the widen- 
ing gap; the individual human urges 
are the same from one generation unto 
the next without any increase of di- 
versity or severity, 

Wherever society has a responsibil- 
ity, education, as a function of society, 
has an obligation. Neither society nor 
its enlightened arm education can 
eliminate self deception nor the shout- 
ing of lies to our neighbors when these 
deceptions arise as the result of per- 
sonal unresolved inner conflicts. How- 
ever, we shout many totally unneces- 
sary lies, fail to communicate often, be- 
cause of an inexcusable ignorance 
which education can and should reme- 
dy. Helping prevent unnecessary fail- 
ures in communication is a valid pro- 
ject for The Alumnews and its readers, 


Attempts to communicate often fail 
merely because society has permitted, 
nay even required, education and the 
individual to neglect the tools and tech- 
niques of communication. “Engineering 
graduates often have difficulty in com- 
municating ideas,” complained an in- 
dustrialist at Auburn’s “Industry and 
Education Talk It Over” conference 
last month (He was talking about en- 
gineering graduates in general, not 
Auburn’s in particular). Charles E. 
Gearing, director of Engineering Ex- 
tension, tells me that this is a common 
and recurrent complaint from indus- 
trialists throughout the Southeast. 
These men are speaking of a failure 
in communication when there are no 
conflicting motives to confuse issues. 
They are talking of an engineer’s in- 
ability to present intelligibly an idea 
that may bring his own advancement 
and serve his company and society. 
Furthermore, they are referring to a 
communication failure that most often 
results from inadequate mastery of the 
rudiments of grammar, composition, 
and rhetoric. 

The engineer doesn’t stand as a uni- 
que example of an educated man who 


doesn’t know the fundamental rules 
of his own language. Most graduates 
of today’s specialized college curricula 
have the same problem. However, it is 
neither fair nor intelligent to blame 
this particular problem on specializa- 
tion in colleges. The culprit in this 
case is a lax societal attitude that has 
permitted and encouraged the deterio= 
ration of public school standards. Stus 
dents presumably complete the funda- 
mentals of grammar at the end of the 
eighth grade—at least all of the really 
indispensable rules appear in any good 
eighth-grade English text. Neverthes 
less, numerous college freshmen spend 
a quarter or more studying only those 
same indispensable rules in remedial 
English courses. 


No high school graduate should fail 
to communicate because of ignorance 
of simple grammar. No college student 
should have to spend time in the lec« 
ture room studying the rules of gram- 
mar. High school English courses past 
the eighth grade should concentrate on 
practice in composition, on reading and 
analyzing good literature, on develops 
ing an appreciation of the subtleties 
and power of language. The bare skelee 
ton of grammatical rules should have 
place here only in application and corsa 
rection. . 

Perhaps, students never really learns 
ed “eighth-grade” grammar in the 
eighth grade, but there is considerable 
evidence that a few decades ago they 
came much closer to doing so than they 
do now. Furthermore, there is no logi« 
cal reason why they cannot do so 
rather thoroughly if society will give 
our schools the moral and financial 
support necessary. In any case, a cole 
lege graduate’s failure to communicate 
merely because of an inadequate know-= 
ledge of elementary rules that govern 
the use of his own language is inex 
cusable; and society—which pipes the 
music to which education dances, no 


inatter how: reluctantly—eannot-escape 
the ultimate responsibility for (nor the 


expense of) such mistakes. 

College graduates also often fail to 
communicate because they do not have 
recourse to the recorded heritage of 
ideas and aspirations common to mane 
kind. The increasing complexity of our 
society has brought a necessary spece 


ialization that has* overreached itself, 
The once popular “General Course” 
with its liberal arts emphasis has dis« 
appeared at Auburn and at many 
other institutions, Specialized courses 
have become more specialized, elimi« 
nating from many curricula any real 
contact with the humanities. As a ree 


sult, many college graduates are ignor« 
ant of the humanistic (or social if you 
prefer) frame of reference in which 
every idea worth communicating must 
ultimately take its place, 

and more recently 
some professional and: industrial or« 
ganizations have recognized the need 
to re-emphasize the study of languages, 
literature, history, philosophy, art, and 
music. Among the citizenry at large 
there has been much talk of the need, 
but the only real action that has taken 
place has been largely initiated by edu= 
cators themselves. The only significant 
financial support to encourage a gen~ 
eral survival of culture has coma 
through the National Defense Educa= 
tion Act, which has provided consider« 
ably more support for the progress of 
science. The only significant moral 
Support has come from such groups ag 
the Engineering Council for Profes« 
sional Development. 

It is time for ail of us to face the 
fact that human communication at best 
is faulty enough and that when ines< 
capable confusions are compounded by 
unnecessary ignorance the problem can 
eventually become so intolerable that 
it will bring the dissolution of our 
democratic society. We probably can’t 
stop shouting lies at each other, buf 
through intelligent educational action 
we might reduce the number of them 
enough to help preserve our society ag 
a meaningful entity.

University Issues New ‘Blueprint 


“Leading universities attract indus- 
try, improve agriculture, develop new 
products, encourage the fine arts, help 
build the professions, and provide the 
foundations for a healthy and mature 
people”—this is the legislative support 
theme of a university in a neighboring 
state and it has been the explicit theme 
of Auburn University in recent years. 

Blueprint For Progress: Phase II, re- 
cently published by the Auburn Alum- 
ni Association, details the needs that 
Auburn must meet during the 1961-63 
biennium to continue progress toward 
the goal of becoming a leading univer- 
sity. The Blueprint, distributed this 
month to approximately 20,000 Auburn 
alumni living in Alabama, also re- 
views progress of the past two years 
and reveals plans for the years ahead. 

Part of the story told by Blueprint is 
of remarkable progress made by Au- 
burn sincé 1959, but statistics in the 
publication leave no ground for com- 
placency: despite increased legislative 


appropriations in 1959, Auburn. still 
needs 74 additional professors, still 
pays full professors salaries that lag 
$800 behind the regional average and 
$2,000 behind the national average. 
Net state tax support per full-time 
student at Auburn is $581 in compari- 
son with a Southeastern regional aver- 
age of $744 and a national average of 
$1,039, the Blueprint shows. Mindful of 
the fact that Auburn administrators 
and alumni leaders have set Auburn’s 
goal as that of leadership, Blueprint 
writers also note that the highest re- 
gional tax support per pupil is $1,249 
(more than double Auburn’s) and that 
the national high is $1,825 per pupil 
(more than triple Auburn’s). 
Blueprint For Progress: Phase II is 
based upon the legislative request as 
approved by the Auburn Board of 
Trustees. It has been published and 
distributed by the Auburn Alumni As- 
sociation explicitly for the edification 
of Alumni interested in the sound de- 
velopment of their Alma Mater.

ty of feed under a warm shed. However, 
if you look at it from the cow’s point 
of’ view, it’s fairly easy to understand 
why they weren’t contented.

If this picture show business works 
out good, there just isn’t any telling 
where it will stop. It might spread to 
poultry farms, where they have ilready 
taken advantage of the hens by keeping 
the lights on all night and working them 
overtime. If they really want to make 


the hens more, contented they might try 
turning the lights off and a few roosters 
in.

Home Economics—Unique Position 


By MARION SPIDLE 
Dean of the School of Home Economics 
The program of the School of Home Economics includes three areas 
of specialization—undergraduate instruction, graduate instruction, and 
research. The teaching program is built on a well balanced schedule 


of; (1) professional home economics 
courses, (2) humanities and_ social 
sciences, (3) physieal and biological 
sciences, and (4) physical education. 
The undergraduate program is organ- 
ized in five areas of Home Economics: 
namely, Clothing and Textiles, Foods 
and Nutrition, Family Life and Early 


Childhood Education, Home Manage- 
ment and Family Economics, and Nurs- 


ing Seience. These areas of. specializa- 
tion train students for some 225 posi- 
tions that pay top salaries for women. 

Through our graduate program we 
offer the Master of Science—the thesis 
option degree—in four major profes- 
sional fields and the Master of Home 
Economics—the non-thesis option de- 
gree—in all areas except Nutrition and 
Textile Research for which a thesis is 
required. 

Undergraduate enrollment in Home 
Economics is unfortunately controlled 
by the housing facilities made avail- 
able to women students. Last fall the 
freshman class imereased by one- 
fourth, despite the fact that housing 
for women students was closed as of 
November, 1959 with the result that 
more than 500 women were unable to 
secure rooms for the Fall Quarter, 
1960. 

Graduate enrollment which is not 
limited by housing for women, more 
than doubled this past year. Currently 


109 students are registered for grad- 
uate work in the School of Home Eco- 
nomics. The demand for graduates 
with advanced degrees is still greater 
than the supply and most of our grad- 
uate students accept positions in col- 
lege teaching or in hospital dietetics; 
retailing; welfare; public utilities, tex- 


‘e-ond_ food technology; and adminis- 
tration—positions in which they direct 


other home economists. 

Auburn research in Home Econo- 
mics is expanding rapidly and includes 
nutrition, marketing, housing and tex- 
tiles in the Experiment Station Home 
Economics Department and family life 
in the Research Chair in Home Econo- 
mics, These areas of active research 
correspond to the same or closely re- 
lated areas of instruction in the under- 
graduate and graduate teaching pro- 
grams. Our practice of correlating 
teaching and _ research _ has greatly 
strengthened the teaching program at 
both the graduate and undergraduate 
levels. 

The number of our faculty publica- 
tions reported for the past year gives 
evidence of the quality of research in 
the School of Home Economics. Mem. 
bers of our staff published in Experi- 
ment Station Bulletins, professional 
journals, leaflets, and popular periodi- 
cals, for which they wrote feature art- 
icles,

Auburn Home Economics faculty 
members have rendered outstanding 
service in community work and on 
State and national committees.

‘‘What are the plans, and what new 
names figure into the picture as spring 
traiming gets underway? 

“We should be strongest at tackle, 
guard and center,” Jordan says. “We 
need help at halfback, fullback and 
quarterback. At these positions we’re 
looking for boys lacking in experience 
to come through.” 

The Starting Line 

Jordan’s first unit line at the start 
of spring training: LE—Dave Edwards 
(Sr.), LT—Billy Wilson (Sr.), LG— 
Jimmy Putman (Sr.), C—Wayne Fra- 
zier (Sr.), RG—G. W. Clapp (Sr.), RT 
—Dave Woodward (Sr.), RE—Don 
Downs (Jr.). 

This is a veteran lineup, but by no 
means a set lineup. 

“We know several boys on the second 
unit are fully capable of moving into 
the first unit at any time,” says Jor- 
dan. “And the mart-on top is going to 
get plenty of competition for his job.” 

Second unit line at this time looks 
this way: 

Ends—Bobby Foret (Sr.) and Jimmy 
Bonner (Jr.), Guards—Jerry Gulledge 
(Sr.) and Joe Baughan (Jr.), Tackles 
—Winky Giddens (Jr.) and George 
Gross (Jr.), Center—Jim Price (Jr.). 

“Gulledge, of course, started all 10 
games for us last year and it’s mis- 
leading to call him a second unit man,” 
says Jordan. “Actually, he’s as much 
a first stringer as any guard and by 
playing both sides of the line will 
probably see as much, or more, playing 
time.” 

Sophomores with a good chance to 
move into playing contention are ends 
Bucky Waid (Springville) and Howard 
Simpson (Marietta, Ga.), tackle 
Charles Hurston (Columbus, Ga.), and 
center Davis Brock (Montgomery). 

Squad members from last year who 
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will also be in the thick of the fight 
for playing time are tackles David 
Hill and Jimmy Jones, guard Billy 
Haas and center Don Irvin. 

Best of the redshirts at the moment 
appears to be guard Carl Smith of 
Uniontown. 

First String Backfield 

In the backfield Auburn will field 
a veteran first unit to start the spring. 
It contains QB Bobby Hunt (Sr.), 
LHB—Jimmy Burson (Jr.), RHB—Don 
Machen (Sr.) and FB—John McGee- 
ver’ (Sr.). 

“We expect to have good depth at 
fullback with redshirted sophomore 
Bill Burgess and sophomore Larry 
Rawson coming along strong,” says 
Jordan. “But we are worried about the 
other spots.” 

“We are hopeful that Bobby Hunt 
will return to form of his sophomore 
year,” Jordan adds. “He showed flashes 
of that late last season. We must find 
help for him, however, from Joe Over- 
ton, Mailon Kent or Frank James.” 

Overton, a junior, played some last 
year. Kent is a 6-2, 185-pound red- 
shirted sophomore from Lanett and 
James is a sophomore, 5-10, 175- 
pounds from Avondale, Ga. 

At halfback, Burson, Machen and 
senior Bo Davis, excused to play base- 
ball this spring, are the chief returnees, 
Bobby (Turkey) Lee, saw heavy duty 
in the final three Tiger games in 1960 
and should help more next fall. 

“We have potential at halfback but 
need work on younger boys to give us 
the depth we must have,” says Jordan. 

Moving into the picture are at least 
two sophomores—Reggie Allen of Bir- 
mingham and George Rose of Bruns- 
wick, Ga. Both are good-sized, over 180 
pounds, and Rose is one of the fastest 
backs ever to play for the Tigers. 

He set a freshman football record of 
5.6 in the 50-yard-dash, fastest time 
ever recorded at Auburn. 

“We say, boys like Kent, James, Rose, 
Allen, Rawson and Burgess have got to 
come through in order for our back- 
field situation to be adequate,” says

Aspirin Harmless? — Not Always. 


By SAMUEL T. COKER 
Dean of the School of Pharmacy 


Available statistics show that acci- 
dental poisoning is one of the greatest 
health hazards during the first five 
years of childhood. Every day in the 
United States almost 1,000 cases of ac- 
cidental poisoning are detected among 
children of this age group. This prob- 
lem promises to become more acute as 
chemical and pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers market a greater number of pro- 
ducts in the future—unless greater pre- 
cautionary measures are taken. 


Poison Prevention 
In no case is the adage “An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure” 


more appropriate than in poison con- 


trol. The following simple precaution- 
ary measures will substantially reduce 
accidental poisoning and the suffering 
and heartache that go with it: 


1. Keep all drugs, poisonous sub- 
stances, and household chemicals out 
of the reach of children. If any doubt 
exists, a drug or chemical should be 
considered as a potentially toxic agent. 


2. Do not store poisonous substances 
on shelves used for storing foods. Avoid 
storing poisonous chemicals in soft 
drink bottles or other containers asso- 
ciated with drink or food. 


3. Keep all poisonous substances in 
their original containers and never 
place them in unlabeled containers. 
This precaution not only helps prevent 
poisoning but also facilitates treatment 
if poisoning does occur. 

4. Destroy unused medicine or chem- 
icals when you discard them. Do not 
set them aside within reach of chil- 
dren. 

5. When giving flavored and/or 
brightly colored medicine to children, 
always refer to it as medicine—never 
as candy. 

6. Do not take or give medicine in 
the dark. 

7. Read all labels before giving or 
taking medicines and before using 
chemical products. 

8. Do not keep medicines at the bed- 
side or in other easily accessible places, 

Accidental poisoning is such a ser- 
ious menance to the health and lives of 
young children that organized poison 
prevention programs are more than 
warranted. The initial focal point of 


any accident prevention program must 
be the creation of public awareness 
of the hazards involved. 

We can easily demonstrate the need 
for creating such an awareness in poi- 
son control by citing the aspirin prob=. » 
lem. Ironically, aspirin, a relatively . 
safe drug, is the most common’ cause” 
of accidental poisoning among’ chil- 
dren under five years of age. Appar-= 
ently, its relative safety induces many 
parents to leave it readily accessible 
to children, Because children’s aspirin 
are often “candy” flavored, children 
are inclined to associate them with 
food and to eat them accordingly. 

Many civic and fraternal organiza- 
tions are now joining the members of 
the medical professions in educating 
the heretofore careless and apathetic 
public concerning the “ounce of pre- 
vention” so vital to poison control, This 
movement should be encouraged 
and aided by thoughtful and educated 
citizenry such as Auburn alumni. In 
planning such programs, rémember 
that your local pharmacist—because of 
his education and his intimate contact 
with both the medical profession 
and the public—is uniquely qualified 
to assist. 

But above all remember this: Until 
we all realize that certain drugs and 
chemicals in the hands of a two-year- 
old are as dangerous as a loaded pistol, 
we will continue to kill and injure our 
children. 

When Prevention Fails 

When poisoning is suspected, contact 
a physician, hospital or poison control 
center. If possible, some of the ma- 
terial ingested and its container should 
be taken to the physician in order to 
facilitate diagnosis and treatment. If a 
physician cannot be reached, contact 
your pharmacist, who may suggest first 
aid treatment and help in locating a 
physician. 

If poisoning is discovered early 
enough and the toxic agent is known, 
the chances of recovery are very good, 
However, in many cases irreparable 
damage has been done to vital organs 
which may result in the person living 
the life of a semi-invalid. In all cases 
prevention is the best treatment. Fame 
iliarize yourself with the above pre- 
ventive measures and your home will 


be a much safer place in which to rear 
a family.
